THE LICENSE SYSTEM.

proves successful, or unsuccessful, to the sat- 
isfaction of sensible people. No law and no 
enforcement of any law will satisfy a largo 
fraction of tho pnblic until it is an entire 
prohibition in law and in fact of sales. To 
this extent tho majority of no state has over 
yet gone. Nowhere has tho complete ex- 
clusion of liquors as an article of trade re- 
sulted from legal enactments.

The 
commissioners of Boston, ostensibly, hold 
high ideas of thoir duty to tho public. They 
may bo wrong in their anticipations of the 
good offocts of tho liconso law as it can ho 
amended. If they are honest and energetic,

There was au adjourned meeting of the 


•caucus of llepublicau Senators this worn- 
ing, to receive the report of the caucus com- 
mittee appointed yesterday to revise the 
standing committees of the Senate.

were drowned. A tremendous sea swept 
the deck a few moments later and washed 
overboard many of the passengers who had 
all previously been provided with life-pre- 
servers. After this I ordered tho passengers 
to take to the rigging, and some sought 
safety on tho wheel house, from which po- 
sitiori they were rescued by ft tug boat, 
about ten o'clock this morning.

For these bright little nttaird two Inrgo 


fair Mniloira-nuts or English walnuts nro ro- 
qnired. Hnlvo thorn cmefully by forcing 
the points of your scissors into the soft end. 
Scraps the inside perfectly clenn, hont n 
hair-pin red-hot in n canclle-blazo or gas-jot, 


• and with it boro two small holes opposite 


each other at each end of the (shell; var- 
nish with gum shellac dissolved in nlcohol, 
then set them in a warm place till perfectly 
dry. 
Stoke a bright-colored silk bag three 


inches nnd a half square, with a hem at ono 
end and a place for n drawing-string. Sew 
ou tho nuts, at equal distances, n little w-ny 
above the unhemmcd end; run a thread 
round that edge, draw it up tight.aml finish 
with a little bow. Form the other end into 
a bag by running n narrow ribbon into a 
drawing hem. Last of all, set a tiny bow at 
tho top of each shell, mid till tho bag with 
cotton-wool sprinkled thickly with sachet- 
powder. 


A tiny glove or bon-bon case can ho made 


by using two half shells of a Mndoirn-nnt, 
treated in n similar manner, piercing them 
'with holes in tho middle as well as top, nnd 
tying them together with very narrow col. 
ored ribbon. Of conrsa they hold only a 
very small pair of gloves. They are pretty 
.objects to hang on ft Ohi-istmas-treo. 


A I'AHASOr,

A-very pretty pen-wiper can bo made in 


the form of a closed parasol. 
Sharpen n 


thin wooden lead'pencil that lias an ivory 
tip. 
Cut a circle of silk, and another, 


somewhat smaller, 
of thin black cloth. 


Point or scallop the edges all nrovmd. pierce 
n hole in tho centre of each circle and run 
the point of tho pencil through, leaving the 
silk circle on top. By a little.ingenuity you 
can now crease, fold and secure these cir- 
cles close to the handle, so that tho whole 
will look precisely like n closed parasol; by 
experimenting first with a piece of paper 
yon can best get tho size of tho circle re- 
quired to euit your pencil. 


A NEW SOI'A-CUSniON COVER. 


The materials required for this cushion 


are, 
half a yard of fmo white silk canvas, a 


yard nnd^ n. half of thick satin ribbon throe 
inches wide,- bluo or rose colored, a few 
skeins of floss silk, and a silk cord and 
tassels. 


Cut tho ribbon into three pieces, to be 


bnsted at equal distances on tho canvas, 
ono in the middle, tho others at either side 
half way between the middle nnd tlio edge. 
Feather stitch tlio ribbon down on both 
sides with palo yellow floss. In tho spaces 
left between the ribbon stripos, embroider 
a graceful little pattern in flosses which 
harmonize with tho shado of the ribbon. 
Make up the cushion with a lining of plain 
silk or satin, and trim the odgo with a cord 
and tassels. 


This is an easy cushion to mako, but the 


effect is really charming, nud wo recom- 
mend some of you to try it. The cushion 
from which our description is taken comes 
from England, nnd wo have never soon n 
similar ono in this country. Black natin 
ribbon and brilliant embroidery would bo 
an
